On January 11, 1985, concerned North High stu- 
dents staged a protest regarding the transfer of foreign 
exchange student, Christian Horn, from North to Roo- 
sevelt.

He also stated that "a short term 
international guest should not be held hostage by lo- 
cal issues which have plagued our district for several 
years."
